‘There 
seems to be rooni forall and « little for future 
addition. "We have notneana single sign of dis- 
tress, although the people do not live in affluence. 
There ix no indication that wealth ix concen~ 
trated in. tho hands of the fow at the expenso 
of the many, Tho poople have all they 
need to cat and comfortable houses to live in. 
Trae theso heuacs do riot come up to the 
standard of Labitations of the working classex 
of the United States, but shere ara many: 
roasona why that ia not to bo expected. As for 
their rations, it is not ubcommon for our party 
to turn from the cold tiffin which’ wo have 
brought out to us while ab work, to tho more 
appetising meals of fresh meaty oud yogolables 
which wo can buy in.the.opou market and have 
cooked ot tho nearest farmbouse, when middoy 
comes, We have not seon a single beguar 
outside of the’ larger cities. The people ‘aro 
beyond doubt honest. During al! the time we 
have been among them, passing from village to 
villoge, our baggage handled by innumerable

Tho Howse of Lords has just givin o judg- 
ment which will certainly bo the loading case 
on forged endorsements of cheques, as it doala 
with ulmostevery variety of thosa instvimenta. 
Thiv result, valunble alike to the legal and the 
sowinercial world, is dua to the onterprise of 
one Jones, © Birmingham clark, who for years 
robbed his.mastor, Mr. Gordon (in all to the 
tune of about three thousand pounds), and in 
1899 weut to poual servilnde for five yours, There 
was reat uniformity about his method; he 
simply took the paper securitivs that arrived by 
post. forgol Mr Gordon's endorsement. and 
paid them: into his own banks, who duly collected 
tho money for him, of couse in porfect: good 
foilb, and duly paid it to his order. However, 
Mr. Gordon, when the fraud was discovercd,, 
vatuvally wanted his monoy and aued the banks, 
and ou the whole has been very sucoeseful.

tho operation. It is performed on sheep and 
swive with the notion of rapturing a supposed 
babble beneath the skull, or extracting wu 'grub- 
or worm from the brain of the avimal, and thus 
Mlioving » mysterious disorder. ; 

Zo such cases the aperation is commonly 
performed in rude’ fashion’ perhaps. with 
carpenter's tools—a chisel. and mallet, and evan 
an auger sometimes being employed. Not in- 
frequontly the animal survives. Amoug certain 
primitive people trepbininy is practised, somo- 
times with astonishing frequency.. The Kabyle, 
a nomatlio tribe of Algeria, resort to trephining 
not only in thanmatic legions of the head, bul for 
neuralgia, vertigo and varioun othor disordors. 
The operation is porformed radely, either with 
such tools or imploments as inay be conveniently 
at hand, or with crudy motatlic saws, perforators 
and elevators designed for-tho purpose. Ordi

oily the aperture, which is frequontly large 
and usually irregular, is closed by ‘i plate, 
though it is often left open and only covered by 
the scalp: Tho frequoncy of tho operation 
Findicates that’ tne mortality cannot be very 
high, ond ono observer saw wen who had 
survived five or aix operations at different times 
and for different injnries.

STOLEN IMPERIAL JADE: 


a rd 
A telegrum dated Washington, 26th June, 
vaysi— With the ngsistance of the State and 


‘ freasury departments, Chinese Minister Sir 


Liang Chen haw at last succerded in locating 
in San Franciveo part of the Imperial jade, 
which, with other orticles of value, was stolon 
from tho Forbidden City during the occupancy 
of Vehing in 1900 by Asmorican and European 
troops. Sombtime ago the State’ Department, 
received information from Syracuse, N.Y. t 
the effect that the whereabouts of the jade could 
be neeertaind by communicating with ont 
Frederick Weizenbury of Campbell, Cal. fhe 
Htate Department requested the Secretary of 
the Treasury fo co-operate in (he search and 
help to recover the articles, if possible, The | 
matter was ontrustad to secret service men, 
who repaired to Campboll, to be told that 
Weizenburg hed removed to Bra Francleoo. 
The secret service men went to San Francisco, 
where they located Weizenburg withont difs- 
cnlty, He showed them into a room at bis home 
at 169, Danese Strect, which had been fixed up 
for the purpose of displaying the fruits of his 
expedition to the Forbidden City. He admitted 
having ‘in his possession Tinperial jadostones 
which, however, he bad deposited in a safe 


deposit vault in San Francisco for safe keeping, | . 


The Goverumont officials vaw Weizonburg was 
not willing to voluntarily part with the stones, 
and: they decided to confer with the Chinese 
Consul at San Francisco in the mutter, This 
official called on Woizenburg and desired to 
know mbothor $1,000 wonld release tho jaile. 
Weizonburg laughed and.ruid, * Muke it 315,000 
‘and I will talk business ; uot-a cant lens." He 
also informed the Chinese that tun of the tablets 
or stones were in the sife deposit warehouse of 
Hiibert’s Mercantile Company, Sun Francisco; 
while threo or four were iv New York city. 
Woizenbarg declined to divulge the New York 
hiding-placo of the jewels. Weirenburg placed 
in tho hends of the Chinese Consul o set of 
photographs of the stones, for the prrpose 
of submitting them to the Chinoso Minister 
at Woshington, who upon receipt of the 
information again went to sec Secretary 
Hoy, perceiving that if Weizenburg hed 
smuggled the goods. into this country upon 
bis return from China they could be seized and 
gained thereby without much trouble, The 
State Department officials communicated with 
the Collector-at San: Francisco. on the subject. 
Weizenburg, however, apparantly knew what he 
was about, for, according to the statoment of 
‘the Collector, he had paid ot Jeast 5200 on o 
miscellaneous assortment of merchandise upon 
his arrival from Chinn about two years ago. 
It remains to be seen whether Weisenbarg will 
be able to hold to his loot or: whether he: will 
gield to the pressure brought to bear upon him 
by. the States Departmont ond surrender tho 
atones to the Chineze Government,
